Ho 
swept ti'oiu one end of the Colony lo 
the other, directing the general condact 
ol' the wai', iiegutiatiiig buildings, aecur- 
itig Candidates, instrnetiug and iuapiriug 
ulUcers, iiiul orgaiiiKiiig eoi'ps on tjio 
model ot ^^'hat lie had soon and b. eu 
taught in the Old Oouiitry. 

Started a "Cry." 

liesides uU lliis lie had to provide for the 
Htci-ature and singing noed.s of the niove- 
luiuit, Major I'ollard had to, start, write 
tor, edit, print aud publish a War Oi'y ! 
In itsell', Kueh a task — some of us know 
liy experience — is no child's play ; but in 
the case ot Uapt. Pollard — he had not 
been promoted to the rank of Major 
wlion the lii'st issue saw the light— 
"coliy" had to be collected in the midst 
01' ruiiuiiig a ■ moveuieiit that was ad- 
vaneiiig by leaps and hounds, proofs 
c-iHTocted ia ilie dead of the night, and 
paj,^os linally passed and put on the 
inueliines under circumstances that woulo 
try the temper ut an angel. 

Haviug Bocnred a printer aud the' co- 
operation of a tew friendly but unveli- 
able individuals, Pollard's next biisiuess 
\\'as to draw uii a program, which, ii. 
those days, was more difflt'ult , than the 
execution' ot it. The mortal, or rather 
the immortal, result is before us, and a 
creditable creation it is. 

On the first page the yoiiug Editor 
made his first literary hit. The lirat col- 
uuiu was occupied with the inevitable 
note about ourselves : 

"Yes, thank God ! we're making an- 
other bold advance on the kuigdoai oi. 
darkness by establishing- a Now Zealand 
War Cry. Only ten weeks have passed 
away since ^^■c lauded here, and, oh, how 
blessed the result ot our few weeks' 
work ! How rapid the strides God has- 
enabled us to make already I 

"How sweet the soiig-s ot salvation 
hn rating forth from hundreds ot l.ps— 
aye, and troui hundri>ds of hearts— in 
this colony to-day, where some few 
weeks (only a few weeks) ago all^ was 
darkn(^ss, sin and soi'row. 'What,' you 
say, 'has this been done , here ?' Yes, 
even here, and tar more has been done 
than ^viIl ever be revealed in the eoluauis 
oC the War Ory. , , , ^, . 

"When we arrived we were told tliat 
we had come on a bootless errand ; that 
(he people here were beyond our reach ; 
that there was not material tor as to 
work upon; and that wo had belter 
have stopped at home. ... , ^, ,. 

"liut W(^ set to work to publish the old

Gt.spel style, aud the first meeting held

dreds over here witliont God, and with- 
out hope, aud we finished up with some 
seeking mercy. And now, looking back 
oil the. short time spent here, we are 
able to pi-aise God that we have seen 
hundreds, of all ages, turning from sin 
to the world's Eedeemer." 

The second aud third columns were 
taken up with a racy sketch of the 
e-enesis of the Salvation Army, while 
the fourth, or leader column, contaiueil 
an address by the Arjiiy Mothei'. A hit 
— a distinct hit, we say, and one that 
even the distinguished gentloman that 
so mysteriously presides and edits thi<* 
story wUl not be above admitting was 
most fitting and opportune. 

'Ihe second page broke forth into war 
uews--hot and sparkling. A Coun.il ot 
War iu Dunedhi, a flying visit to Christ 
church, rocket paragraphs, songs and 
other items were crowded into its com- 
pass, with this acrostic : 

" is' — ow's the day, and now's the hour, 
E — ver near the Heavenly power, 
W— ar the 'Cry' and peace the rest, 

Z— eal and prayer the soldier's crest, 
E — ver on and upward still, 
A — 11 for Jesus — not my will ; 
I-i— ord of Lords and King of Ivings, 
A — dvance as on eagle's wings, 
N — ew life give till Zealand ring.-i. 
D— evils, fiends alike shall tlee, 

W — hen Thy glorious face they see. 
A — tteiid, sinners, to His call, 
R— UU, and at His footstool fall. 

C— ry, aud let this paper cry ; 

II— ejoice always, live up high ; 

Y — our title's clear aud victory's nigh.' 

At Home and Abroad. 

'Ihe third page was devoted to "The 
War at Home," by which we ^vere to 
understand England. Pollard believed in 
having a song on every page, a plan 
which has several advantages. It en- 
sures an audience opening the pages ! 

Then Pollard, true to his international 
learning, devoted the fourth taige to the 
work of the Army in other buids — name- 
ly, India, Sweden — and an address by 
the General, so that you had, in the 
space of four large pages, matter which 
appealed to nearly every section of 
colonial life. Here is a gem from the 
General's pen : 

"If soldiers run away, run after them. 
If they fall, pick them up. This must 
be done iu the spirit of forbearance aud 
teuderuess also. > 

, "If a man has done wrong, try to find 
out the temptation. Think how it might 
have happened with yon under the same 
cireuuistniices, and .set to work to bring 
him back to Christ, in a pitying, compas- 
sionate spirit." 

The AVar Cry was well printed and 
readable. Long primer type was used 
for the chief articles, and bourgeois and 
brevier for the others. It created a 
sensation. Everyone wanted to buy. 
Some purchased several copies, aud \\'onld 
not part with tliem now, except fur a 
small fortune, and some not at that. 

'Xlien, it was intended that five thous- 
and copies of the song book should be 
issued ; but, as a matter of fact, two 
corps swallowed them up iu a few weeks, 
and the machines were kept going for 
weeks printing nothing but song books.

Schools Extending — Officers to Spare — Juniors Well Saved 
— Bright Prospects.

The most remarkivble advance chroiii- 
eled iu Newtoimdland from our point 
uf view, is the snbstauthil iuereasL' ol 
enrolled soldiers and recruits. We 
have uow on the Island the total of over 
3,500 soldiers and recr\ut.s, not conntlng 
any coiivevts and sidhevents. The above 
increase is the largest of any of the 
Provinces. We must bear iu mind 
also that yearly great numbers of aiir 
soldiers emigrate permanently to tlie 
States and Onuadii ; about 200 soldiof.^ 
-■■.vore transferred last year in tliis nuin- 
ner. 

"There is a large emigration of New- 
foundlanders every .spving-," .said Briga- 
dier Sharp. "Only Inst year, out of one 
eorps, Pelley's Island, which had a roll 
call of 130 soldiers, no less than 75 left, 
mostly for North Syduey, where the 
miuiuff extension offered work and hettei 
wages. Two American Staflr-Offlcei's 
(Boston and Chelsea) said recently that 
in one case 44 out of 50 soldiers, iu the 
other case 40 out of 50 of his soldiers, 
were Newfoundlanders." 

"What ia the cause of these emigra' 
tions ?" I cinoried the Bvig-adier.. 

"The difflenltj' is in the iiisuUieient em- 
ployment obtuinahle on the Island, and 
ivages lire lower than etui be had in 
Canada or the United States. Thous- 
ands of men work for six months, lislilng 
inaiuly, and thou havo to live for the 
other six inoiith.s on their meagre carii- 
iiigs," 

A Future for the Island 

'Is there no better futtire for the Is- 
hmd, then ?" 

"Oh, yes, there is !" replied the Briga- 
dier, enthusiastically. "The prospects of 
Newfonndlnnd are blight. There are 
mines at present in developiutuit th.'it 
liromise to be excellent investineuts. Then 
there arc extensive mineral deposits all 
through the mouiitaliis, which have, not 
been touched yet, malnlj' copper and 
ivoii. Thousands will fiiid lucrative cm- 
ploynient in years to come iu prospecting" 
and luining." 

"What' agrioiilLural possibilitie.s are of- 
feveflV" \. 

"There is plenty of good soil for farm- 
ing, and. the increase of cultivated laud 
will proceed more rapidly uow that tht 
railroad opens np the iiitorior, and allows 
better communication. The railroad is 
500 luile's long, and crosses the Island in 
its widest parts, touching, nearly every 
place of importance." , , ■' 

"Tell me something of: our schools. 
Are thej' satisfactory, and what are you 
doing to ensure the education of our 
people's children ?" 

"Onr largest day school lia.« accom- 
modation for 200 children, aud is under 
the diroctiou of Adjt, and Mrs. Gave, 
assi,sted by three teachers. As fast as 
we Ciin we are increasing- our schools, 
In the' smaller places our officers teach 
during the day;aud preaeb at nig-lit. In 
larger places we shall have separate 
teachers, like in St, iToluia." , 

''Which are yom- largest corps ?" 

"St. Johns I. leads, with 300 soldiers ; 



Bay Roberts is next, with 2.50 ; then 
follows Garbouear, with 200 ; Tilt Cove, 
IGO ; Dildo, 150, and Grand Bank, Twill 
ingnte ami Ilnrbov Grace all over 100 
member."!." 

"How are you raising your supply of 
ofUecrs ':"' 

"We raise all wo require on the Island. 
My corps are all well otticered. 80 Can- 
didates have applied during the year, 
and 20 Corps Cadets. Wg luive now 
eight Cadets iu the St. Johns Garrison, 
have made 23 officers in twelve moiilhs, 
and also transferred, since last October, 
18 officers to Gauada." 

"That speaks well, indeed. How i.s 
your attenilancc keeping np V 

"Otir indoor attendance is not only 
Ueepiug up, but has increased by S.rfio 
per week." 
"And the War Ory ?" 
"War Cry sales are 310 coiiies more 
per week now than they were a year 
ago." 

"By-tlie-hy, what is the reason of the 
small uuinbGr of' boomers' names in the 
Competition List 7" 

"The reasons are to lie found, first, in 
the fact that most of the corps are 
small and receive only a small supply, 
which, when divided between a number 
of boomers brings the individnal sales 
below tM'cuty per week, which tlirou's 
them out of the list." 

(Sorry, sorry 1 I shall, nevertheless, 
love these dear boomers, aud we must 
find a way of bringing their names iu 
iilve Cry from time to time. — Ed.) 

"What other advances can you name 
to the Cry ?" 

"There is the encouraging increase of 
$42.05 income per week. Thpn, our pro- 
perties are in a better ' condition. We 
Imve renovated the old No. I. (St. Johns) 
liarrncks and made it into a day school 
to accommodate 200 children, and it also 
contains now our Provincial Oflicea. A 
new barracks has V)een built for St. 
.lohns I., Channel and Gambo and two 
otlier corps. Several barraoks are iu the 
course of erection and nine others hiive 
been put into good repair." 

"What Social work are you now doing 
,on the Island ?" 

"Wo have the St. Johns Shelter, which 
lias been enlarged. A wood-yard is at- 
tached to it. The Rescue Home now 
occupies a property recently acquired. 
At Harbor Grace we have a Pood and 
Shelter Depot during the winter ; we 
received a Government grant for this 
imrpose. The Shim Post is doing' a 
very blessed work in visiting and. nurs- 
ing ; we linve just fitted Up a .slum 
barracks." 

"And last, but not least, the Junior 
Work ! -Are yoti finding this as prosper- 
ous as you can reasonably expect ?" 

"While renliiiing that there are vast 
possibilities before us in the children's 
work, yet I praise God for the good re- 
port we can give for ourselves. We 
have increased onr Junior Soldiers' ItoU 
■ by 161, and also added 298 names to our 
Baud of Love m'embership. 06 new com- 
panies have been formed, and an increase 
of 408 per Aveek has been the result. 
Our Young Soldier sales have also in- 
creased by 110 copies per week." 



"All thisi is very good. Brigadier. God 
bless and speed Newfoundland \" 

"Amen !"

I,— THE ANCIENT |GREEKS 



CHAPTER XV. 
ALEXANDER'S YOUTH. 

Alexander the Great was the son of 
Philip of Macedon, and was born on the 
day his father won a great battle (356 
B. 0.)- That same night the Temple of 
Diana, at Bphesus, was burned down by 
a madman, bat was rebuilt with greater 
splendor afterwards. 

Alexander's first seven years were 
spent under the care of Lanika, the noble 
woman whom he loved all his life. After 
that he was placed with a teacher, who 
taught him to learn by heart Greece's 
choice poetry. At thirteen his father 
had received a magnificent black horse 
which nobody was able to tame, and it 
was about to be sent away, when Alex- 
ander asked his father to let him have a 
chance. Having perceived that the horse 
was afraid of its own shadow he turned 
'his head to the sun ; then, after stroking 
and caressing it, he leaped on his back 
and sat firm while the horse leaped and 
bounded, without whipping or shouting 
at the animal, till the horse was at last 
perfectly tamed. Here is a lesson for 
Salvationists. Philip was so delighted 
with the courage and gentle firmness 
that he called his toy a man and put 
him under the great Aristotle, as his 
pupil. The boy showed himself an apt 
scholar and learned much except how to 
control his fierce temper. 

Alexander was proclaimed King of 
Macedon at the age of twenty, his father 
Philip having been assassinated. At 
that time only Sparta, among the Greek 
States, refused to acknowledge Macedon 
as the superior power. Alexander's first 
action was to go to Corinth and be 
elected as Captain-General of .the 
Greeks to inarch to the conquest of 
Persia. All but Sparta acceded. Before 
going to Persia he wisely resolved to 
make his kingdom safe by subduing the 
wild tribes to the north. of his kingdom. 
After four months' absence the .Thebans 
thought he would not return and pro- 
claimed themselves free from Macedon- 
ian power, only to be terribly punished 
on Alexander's return, who killed many 
and made the remainder slaves, divid- 
ing their lands between the adjoining 
cities. 

Alexander was granted now all. the 
men, money and stores desired. lie 
mustered an army of 12,000 Macedon- 
ians on foot, 5,000 horsemen, 7,000 men 
from the Greek States, and 5,000 men 
who had hired out to the Persians, and 
were well acquainted with the Persian 
language, roads, customs, etc., .having 
altogether 35,500 men with which to at- 
tack a tremendous empire. Alexander's 
idea was not only, to conquer

Catholic ; their hiuguage being rather 
diUicult to learn, we have no chance to 
do anything among them, at present, 
anyway. The Doukliobors are a very 
strict religious sect. Tliey idon't be- 
lieve in paid church ofilcials and gather 
together at their homes for their pecul- 
iar mode of wor.ship." 

"I was glad to hear of your great 
faith in the future of the Nortli-West 
and of the Army in your Province, btit 
have you made any advances diu'ing the 
last 12 months ?" 

"Advance !" the Major exclaimed. '"It's 
the North-Wcwt that makes the ad- 
vances !" 

"We have enrolled many soldiers. Our 
statistic.<! record 1,024 conversions— men 
and wouien who knelt at our peniteut 
forms, weiit, prayed, aud secured the 
pardon of God — not people who lield up 
their hands, or standing to their feet, 
thereby signifying that they had a de- 
sire to be a Ohristian." 

Genuine Convereioris. 

"Very good. Of course we only count 
lis conversions such cases as coiuc out to 
ouv iieuitent form aud profess to have 
found salvation. What about the Jun- 
iors ?"

I have enrolled 38 Jnnior sol- 
diarH during- the past twelve months, 
recorded 107 conversions of children, 
and increased the Band of Love uiem- 
borship by 05."

I have 
just received a letter from Capt. Hurst, 
of -Medidne Hat, saying that the moet- 
ings are progressing nicely, and that we 
occupy at present the Opera House. A 
goutlenmu offered to build a barracks 
for us, if we should desire or need one. 
We have also inyitations from several 



o1;hor towns to eorue aud open, which we 
shall do as soou as wo can spare the 
olllcers for that purpose." 

"And linauces are " 

"Oh, they are all right. Of coursCj wi. 
have to work for what we get, bat we 
find a ready response iu the sympathies 
of the people of the North-Wost. Our 
ollicers work liard and willingly iu the 
great Territorial efforts, as was again 
shown during the recent Harvest Fos- 
tivnl effort, when n-e raised ,f3,0,91.S,9, 
which is the largest sum raised by any 
Province." 

"This is a splendid acconiplishmeut, 
jMa.ior,aud you, as well as your iirave 
olllcers and soldiers, deserve great credit 
for it. And you are going in to nuike 
Self-Douial Week au equal success ?"

The iin'ohiutiii'y liostilitiea Avliicli hayt 
ever been and must cYcr ixmaiu 
ljct\?eon the powers ot light and 
darkness, are the only explan- 
ation i;or the inanj' enmities 
sliOTA'n towards the beautiful and avoh- 
dert'ul life of our Lord Jesus Christ 
while on earth, iidiich would else be uii 
explainable. The opposition of the Phar- 
isees was no strange thing. The spot- 
less purity and ungainsayablo power 
which attended the irreproachable 
life lived amongst their covered 
transgressions and impotent moral 
force could not but produce 
an antagonistic demeanor. Hate 

Him, scorn Him as they might, they were 
yet forced to recognize the superiority 
of the force of His character and the 
influence of I-Iis miracles. Knowing this, 
men wearing the garb of religious de- 
votees, but having the hearts of enemies 
of the real rigliteoi\sness at once set to 
work to scheme stratogem which should 
overthrow a power likely to prove so 
fatal to their own. 

The servants ' of tlic devil arc often 
clever as they are crafty aud they are 
not slow to find ont what will be 
the most effective means to secure their 
ignoble end ol dragging the inherently 
pure through the mire aud calumny and 
slander in the eyes of the T\'0rld. Would 
God that the children ' of light were as 
awake to, the necessity of knowing and 
making nse of their foe's must vulnerable 
point. 

But the enemies of Jesus took upon 
themselves a hard task when they de- 
termined upon the extinguishing of the 
light oif Jerusalem. They could not hope 
to change or decrease the goodness of 
the life or the quality of those W'orks. 
Though they might altogorther fail to 
discern the light of the Godhead shin- 
ing through His humanity, yet they in- 
stinctively felt that an attempt to make 



the course of such an One to waver 
or turn -would ho altogether futile. They 
had to ooinbat with a force wlio.se in- 
finity they could not undcr.staud or con- 
jecture. Their only plan for fuliilling 
their base designs was, tliereforo, to 
shake the confidence of the people by a 
series of lying reports, as to the motive 
and poAN'er of the wonders wrought by 
Christ. 

Here we read of an embassage of spius 
sent down from Jerusalem to, if possibles, 
waylay the speech and prevent the in- 
fluence of the Saviour. Their* arguments 
met with the most complete refutation 
by the 'Divine logic of the One against 
AVhom they were inveighed, and although 
they screamed their auger aud hatred, 
they could not gainsay His truth, and 
although before their spite and treachery 
had spent itself they bad seuteuced and 
slain Him, they "^^'ere powerless to fasten 
the blast of siu upon I-Iis influence. This 
fact might well be romeuibered by those 
of His followers who are put in tight 
places by the haters of God and good- 
ness. The life of a good man may bo 
taken, but not the existence of bis in- 
fluence.

Major Pickering's Bible lesson follow- 
ed.
